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COLONEL Guy V. Heyry U. S. A., who is to have 
charge of the ‘* distinguished marksmen * competi- 
tion, is already making prepsrations to have the 
Bellevue Rifle Range near Omaha in first class 
order for the event. Twelve will participate, and, 
as a matter of course, the competition will be espe- 
cially interesting. The Army competition comes 
next year. 








THe Army Regulations Board after having ma- 
turely considered the recommendations of Rev. Mr. 
Morrison, of Baltimore, for the abolition of 
the Sunday morning inspection and other Sunday 
work in the Army, have come to the conclusion that 
the little work performed is necessary and proper 
and that no further amendment to the Regulations 
on the subject is desirable. 





THE President will have the appointment of one 
cadet at large to the Military Academy this year. 
It is presumed he will make the appoint ment shortly 
after his return to Washington the latter part of 
ths week. There is no end of applicants for the 


appointment, but there is not the slightest intima- | 


tion yet as to who will receive it. The majority ot 
the applications on file are from the sons or rela- 
tives of Army officers. 








THE New York Herald says: ‘‘ It is a cause for 
rejoicing that at last the United States are to have a 
navy worthy to sail under the Stars and Stripes. To 
build up a first-class ironclad navy will of course 
take time, but the beginning has been made, and 
in due course the country will not be at the mercy 
of any small but quarrelsome rower with a big 
war vessel or two behind it. Secretary WHITNEY has 
shown commendable zeal and business-like effort in 
furthering the building of our new navy, and he 
has been ably backed by the Bureau of Construction.” 








A SOLDIER was recently tried in the Division of 
the Atlantic for the violation of the 62d Article of 
War, the specification . reciting thal the accused 
*‘ while on duty as hospital attendant did wilfully 
and maliciously burn Cayenne pepper on the kitchen 
stove of the hospital to the discomfort and annoy- 
ance of the inmates of the hospital.” It transpired 
that the accused, who was on duty as Hospital 
Cook, objected to the presence of visitors in the kit- 
chen and resorted to the unique method noted in the 
specification to keep them out. He succeeded, but 
the Court-martial in turn peppered him with a sen- 
tence of thirty days confinement and forfeiture of 
$12, being thus lenient on account of previous good 
character and length of service. 








THe late M. GaBrieL CHARMES, under the title, 
‘* La Réforme de la Marine,” considers several in- 
portant points connected with the French Naval 
Administration. He holds that ironclads cannot be 
protected against torpedo attack either on the high 
seas or when blockading a coast, and, therefore, that 
it is useless to continue their construction, as the 
chief point of attack should be the commerce_and un- 
fortified towns of anenemy. Cruisers and fast gun- 
boats should be principally constructed. As the coast 
would be attacked from the sea, it should be met 
by a naval force, so that the coast defence should 








be entirely in the hands of the navy. He further 


holds that as steam and the torpedo have so altered 
the necessary qualifications of nautical life, radical 
reforms are required in recruiting and employment 
of the personnel. 








A RECENT letter of Captain J. C. Watson, late in 
command of the U. 8. 8. Jroqguois, and cognizant of 
the facts of the unfortunate death of Lieutenant 


' CLarKe, the marine officer of that vessel, should 


dispel any idea that the young officer was murdered. 
To those at all familiar with the situation on board 
a vessel of the size of the Jrogwois, and under the 
circumstances of mid day and hot weather, the 
possibility of a mysterious murder without instant 
detection cannot be entertained fora moment. Save 
for the personal satisfaction of the family of Lieu- 
tenant CLARKE, a Court of Inquiry i: a needless 
waste of time anc trouble, and it is hoped that Sec 
retary WHITNEY will reconsider any determination 
he may have arrived at to direct such an inquiry. 
It is presumed that the deceased officer’s body will 
be disinterred from Dead Man’s Island in Panama 
Bay, and brought to this country when the weather 
on the Isthmus shall render such a proceeding safe. 








CIRCULAR No. 3, A. G. O., 1887, states, ‘‘ in bri- 
gade line battalions are posted from right to left, 
according to the rank of the colonels, the senior 
col ne! on the right, the junior on the left.” In any 
line tne points of danger, and consequently of 
honor, are the flanks and centre. ‘The sen‘or is pre- 
sumably the best and most experienced officer, but 
anyway he is from his rank alone entitled to the 
right of a line, the next in rank to the left, and the 
third to the centre. This applies not only to a line 
of companies, but also to regiments, brigades, divi- 
sions, Army ¢>rps and even toa line composed of 
armies. Of course, it is within the power of a com- 
mander to change this order temporarily, but nom 
inally such should always be the proper formation, 
and is an order which officers may justly demand 
as a right according with their rank. This right has 
existed and been conceded in all armies from time 
immemorial, but has been ignored aad set aside by 
the terms of this circular. 








EMPEROR WILLIAM 1s reported as having said to a 
young officer: ‘It is the one button left unbut- 
toned which ruins an army.” This was recalled to 
us on the occasion of a recent visit to one of our 
garrisoned posts where we were rather struck with 
the diversified appearance of the enlisted men, not 
on duty. Some had collars on, coming well into 
view; others had no collar on, but simply a neck- 
tie; some had their blouses unbattoned, others 
closely buttone3, and so forth. Now there may be 
bothing wrong in this, for indeed within the gar- 
rison, some liberty, in partieulars of dress, may be 
allowable, bat still we incline to a fixed rule in such 
matters as being in harmony with the military de- 
sign and conducive to discipline. The views of the 
Inspector-General of the Army expresse] in 1884 
and adopted by the Lieutenant-General (Circular, 
Dec. 10, 1884) - were strong on this subject, and 
only require occasional revivificaiion to mould them 
in course of time into a fixed ‘‘ custom of service.” 








Tae Cincinnati Evening Telegram avers that 
‘* rage reigns in Toledo because the darlings of that 
beautiful city, the cadets, didn’t even get a place 
at the National Drill.” Oar contemporary sagely at- 
tributes this to the fact that they (the cadets) 
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did not confine themselves in their evolutions 
to the movements laid down in the tactics, 
and taking into consideration that the judges 
who awarded the prizes were West Pointers 
and are ‘‘away up in Upton,” asks the cadets what 
could they expect when these judges saw their be- 
loved tactics laid aside as though they were of 
noaceount. The Zelegram winds up by saving: ‘No, 
boys, your drill was the perfection of military clock- 
work ; your deportment and discipline were superb; 
but when it comes to to the point of flying in the 
face of UpTon’s tactics, and performing fancy move- 
ments not recognized by West Point, you commit 
an unpardonable offence that merits the most con- 
dign punishment. We know it’s hard luck; we 
mourn with ycu, and refuse to be comforted, but 
we must admit that you made a mistake in not 
sticking to the text.” 








THE demand for more frequent payments in the 
Army has been considered caretully by the author- 
ities in Washington, and the prospects are now fav- 
orable to some action being taken in the matter. 
The Army Regulations Board spent considerable 
time in discussing the subject, but finally came to 
the conclusion that the Pay Department could in- 
crease the number of payments without any further 
amendments tothe Regulations. The matter hav- 
ing been left with the Paymaster-General he has 
determined to make a practical test of the feasibility 
of monthly payments. As the number of paymasters 
will not, in his judgment, admit of the experiment 
being made throughout the Army, he proposes des- 
ignating one or two large posts, probably San Fran- 
cisco and New York Harbors, for six months or so. 
At the end of this time he thinks it can be deter 
mined by Court-martial and desertion statistics 
whether or not it will be advisable to make the plan 
general. Should it prove satisfactory Congress will 
be asked to increase the force of paymastersin order 
to allow the more frequent payments to be made. 
It is thought that the experiment will be put into 
operation shortly after the changes in stations in 
of Paymasters, recently ordered, have taken place. 





Ir has been finally decided to garriscn with Uav- 
alry troops the post.of. Fort Myer, which was aban- 
doned last July as a School of Instruction for the 
Signal Service. We announced last fall that Gen- 
eral SHERIDAN favore] the transfer of the Cavalry 
troops to the Nationai Capital, to furnish a reserved 
contingent to take part in the many parades and offi- 
cial ceremonies, and also for the purpose of afford- 
ing needed rest to companies which have undergone 
great hardships on the frontier for many years. 
These troops it is proposed shall be the guard of 
honor to the President in all official parades. The 
intention is to station twotroops at the Capital under 
command of a Major, and to interchange them with 
other troops at iatervals of three or four years. It 
has not yet been decided what troops to choose from. 
In making the selection the Lieut-naut General will 
give first consideration to long and arduous service 
in Indian campaigns. It is understood that the 
choice will be made in time for the transfer to take 
effect soon after July 1, when the new transporta- 
tion appropriation becomes available. It is rumored 
around the War Department that this will not be 
the only transfer of troops to take place early in the 
new fiscal year, but as to what, if any, companies 
or regiments are concerned, no authentic informa- 
tion can be ob’ained.

LIEUTENANT CLARKE'S DEATH. 


In answer to the request of Henry W. Clarke that 
the Navy Department investigate the reported sui- 
vide of his son, Lieut. Arthur H. Clarke, on board 
tke Iroquois, at Panama, a few weeks ago, the fol- 
lowing official letter has been sent to Mr. Clarke: 

NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, June 1, 1887. 
Henry W. Clarke, Jr.: - 

DEAR SIR: Having just seen a statement in the newspa- 

‘rs that you are convinced that your son was murdered on 

yard the Iroquois, I write to disabuse your mind of such an 
impression. was commanding and on board the United 
States steamship Jroquois at the time, and your son has been 
under my command rearly « year, always correct and gen- 
tlemanly'and without any bad habits so far as his messmates 
or I could discover. The location of the room in which he 
was shot, opening only into the steerage, with a thin curtain 
across the entrance, the presence of a number of officers, his 
messmates, sitting at the wardroom table, with both ward- 
room doors open, communding a full view of the steerage, 
and of tbe evtrance to this room and of the steerage officers 
seated at the mess table, and the presence of another steer- 
age officer in the next room, separated only by a thin parti- 
tion from the room in which he was shot—all taken together 
would render the escape of any one who had shot Lt. Clarke 
mpossible. The reports of two shots immediately drew 
the eyes of a number of officers to the entraace of the room, 
and some of them got there and pulled the curtain aside,al- 
most instantly. Lieut. Clarke's body was seen lying on thé 
deck, with u revolver near his right han‘, with a large bullet 
wound through the right eye, and a lirger one through the 
back of the head where the bullet came out. This wound 
must have caused instant death. Another bullet had entered 
the right chest and posued eusielz through the body, coming 
out near the right shoulder biade. The Surgeon of the Iro- 
quois thinks the first shot was fired with the muzzle of the 
revolver placed against the rizht eye, and that the shot 
through the chest was fired instantly afterward as his hand 
was dropping, by the convulsive contractions of the muscles, 
as the revolver was self-cocking. Arthur's helmet was 
found placed carefully in the bed. If you tbave ever been in 
the steerage of the Iroquois you would know that no mur- 
derer could eseape under the circumstances without being 
seen. 1 was detached from the command of the Iroquois on 
May 11 in consequence of my promotion and ordered to 
Washington.

ENGINEER MELYILLE'S GREAT FEAT. 


A WASHINGTON despatch to the dailies says: 

A great deal of noise bus been made by the Navy

ing desigus, plans and drawings of the machinery 
for the uew sbips in the remutkably short space of 
two weeks. It now turns outthat the plans pre- 
seuted by Melville are simply copies of original Eng- 
lish drawings, avd while credit is due to him for his 
speeiy mechanical work, the surprise occasioued by 
the supposed marvel iu producing original draw- 
ings hus disappeared.

As no engines 
bave ever been tuilt from these plans the machbiuer 
must be regarded in the light of an experiment. It 
is the opivien cf some American engiveers tbat the 
engines will be toolight. Tbe British Admiralty 
bas found ifs high-power mactivery too weak to do 
the work required of it, and the same result is pre- 
dicted from the new planer.

A NEW SYSTEM OF TACTICS. 


WE are permitted to publish the letter which follows and 
to which we make reference elsewhere. 


Fort LEAVENWORTH, KANSAS, June 6, 1887. 
General E. L. Molineux: 


In compliance with your request I have the honor 
to submit the following statement of some of the 
many reasons which have induced me to attempt 
the preparation of a new system of infantry drill. 

Speaking generally our war is to be regarded as 
the close of the muzzle-loading period, the Austro- 
Prussian war as the birth of the breech-loader, the 
Franco-Prussian war as opening all eyes to the 
necessity of open-order fighting, the Russo-Turkish 
war as heralding the advent of magazine rifles to 
offset macbine guns. 

The best authorities claim that a solid line can 
never again be marched to the attack under heavy 
fire. {f the touch of the elbow, characteristic of the 
solid line, is to be instantly given up under fire, why 
retain it for manceuvres? 

If the firing line is to bein open order, why bur- 
den a man’s action with the effort to remember 
what he should do as number one of the front rank 
of aset of fours in contrast with what he should do 
as Dumber ove of the rear rank of the same set of 
fours? What becomes of the unit of four when one 
or two comrades are knocked out ? 

All authority recognizes the necessity for having 
men, engaged in a life and death struggle, feel that 
their own well known comrades are at hand to help 
them iu a tigbt place or to clinch a hard earned suc- 
cess, and while it is deemed impossible to avoid the 
fiual mingliog of different orguanizitions in the 
course of a stubborn contest, it seems possible to 
limit such mixing to companies of the same regi- 
ment, and it is certainly practicable to postpone any 
wingliug much beyond the period which the present 
systew admits of. 

The German soldier in France soon found that bis 
right band comrade belonged to unother regiment, 
that the man on his left came from a differert brig- 
ade, while his own captain was trying to urge ona 
lot of strangers away off to the mght.

Troops in any formation in line or in column 
shonld be able to march with pleuty of elbow and 
Jeg room; they must also be able to le dowa in line 
or in vojuan, at full distanve or closed in mass with- 
out disarranging their formation, 

Linear elasticity svould not be tactically confined 
to skirmishers. Liuear extension and contraction 
should be tactical with the mata body also, varying 
hetween ihe touch of the elbow and any desired in- 
terval 

A company should be able to throw out skir- 
Mishers trem hoe or from columy with equal favil- 
ity,and the captain should be able to deploy the 
whole or such fraction or fractions us circumstauces 
require. 

When a company gets the command to Fall init 
should not waste time in counting fours. 

Couceding this last requiremeut consider the case 
of a company at the bead of a battalion ip column 
of fours, Having made a march aloug a dusty road 
the command is balted for a shortrest. The men 
break ranks and lie dowy on the grass on either side, 
The captain receives an order to hurry forward, de- 
ploying av skirmishers while marchivg, The com- 
mands have to be: Fullin, Left face, Count fours. 
The company then has to march by the flauk, then 
form live to the frout and at last begins its deploy- 
ment of skirmuisbers. 

Recently Ltook a hundred men and made them 
break ranks to illustrate the above couditions. 
Three commands were then given, viz.: Fall in, De- 
ploy aud Commence firing. 

They were timed by the watch. In one minute the 
huudred meo bad tormed the compauy, bad de 
ployed systemutically oearly oue hundred vards for-

owa, 

With men accustomed to the proposed system the 
above time can be diminished considerably. 

Tbe captain iv this system is a batsalion com- 
Macder on a s:nall scale, 

Tbe individual man not being numbered, it makes 
no difference whether he finds himself on the right 
er left of another man with whom he was not 








formerly in juxtaposition. So a lot of men way 
rush pell mell into soelter and from that rapidly 
space themselves for firiag, only tosoon make aa- 
other rush. There is method in apparent confusion, 
— that is what every military system is striviug 
or. 

For parades, reviews, etc., the touch of the elbow 
is to be bad it d sired. 

While tbe system is in no sense a revision of the 
present system of tactics, anyone acquuinted with 
the latter can leurn the pew in two or three hours. 

The bundred mep with whom I experimented re 
cently took toit without difficulty, and [ am con- 
fident that entirely new troops can by it be made 
efficient in much less time than would now be re- 
quired. 

I am supported bv every officer who has witnessed 
tbis drill in the assertion thatit is very simple aud 
certainly tbis is one of the requiremeuts of all sys- 
tems and the object most desired. In this radical 
departure from all existing systems Ll have been 
coutrojled by the desire for simplicity and by care- 
ful study of the acknowledged bes! writers upon 
this wost important and growing subject.

BRINCKLE'S BATTERY. 
Writmrnoton, Del., June 4 


THERE clattered into Doylestown a week agoa 
body of military looking men, the like of whom hac 
n« t beer seen there fora hundred years. The rum- 
ble of gun carriages waked echoes in the streets. 
The clanking of sabres rang out on the summer air. 
A bugle sounded “* bailt,’’ and the strange cavalcade 
went into «amp in the very beart of the towa, while 
thousands of people flocked from every section of 
the- countryside to see who the invaders were. 

Invaders they were, but the invasion was a peace- 
ful one. It was oniv Major John R. Brincklé's 
Light Battery F, 5th U. 8. Artillery, on their sum 
wer march from New York to this place and return. 
They arrived bere yesterday and encumped in the 
higulands back of the town, but their coming ha’ 
been heralded beforehand and it created nothing 
like the amazed interest that it did in Doylestown 
and all through tbat section of Bucks County. 

Battery F consists of 54 meu, 55 horses and four 
guns. Twoot them are old smooth bore pieces and 
two are breech-loaders. All looked rusty and 
mud-bespattered when the battery went into 
camp, for the march had been a long and 
tiresome one. It had begun in Fort Hamiltou. New 
York Harbor, ten days before. and had been kep: 
up continuously at the rate of from fifteen to twenty 
milesaday. The horses looked rather fagged out, 
and the men for tbe wost part travel-stained and 
tired. Major Brincklé was, however, as tresh as u 
daisy. He is a fine-looking soldier, and is every inc 
a cavalry «fficver. His twenty-six years of service 
have rested well upon his bruad shoulders. His baud 
some face is brouzed by exposure, und when ve is 
off duty it lights with a smile o* kindly greeting to 
visitors and men. 

The encampment is located upon Mujor Brinck!é’s 
own ground. He was a Delawure buy aud bis fam- 
ily own broad acres on every side. The officers 
tents are ov the edge of a picturesque old orchard 
A fringe of undergrowtb runs back of the tents ap 
the silk guidon flutters beneath u scragey tree 1p 
front of the Major’s quarters. Back through the 
trees the old mansiou where the commanding offi- 
cet Was boru shows its modest gable, and down tbe 
bill-ide to tbe Suuth the Christiana lowlands acretch 
like a panorama tor wiles. The other officers ar:

A. C. Biunt, aud Asst. Surg. R. G. Ebert. 

the cawp routive will b- dull enough tor a day o1 
two, but the battery will remain for ut least teu 
davs, and, bexioniog with bext week. there will bi 
almost duily drills. The men say tbey like it, bul 
they did not appeur to to-duy while getiing thine- 
in orde:r, Some of them were engaged in cleaning 
aud oiling barness. Otvuers were eogaged scraping 
the caked mud from the wheels of the heavy caissons 

Four or five meno were plying saw aad batene’ 
preparipg to erect fbe teuts, and a row ot bardy fel 
iows lolled on the grass near the orchard feuce an’ 
gossiped. Thetrip:sasortof asummer picnic for 
the boys, but is Kauwn as a march of instruction 
Suutupin Fort Hamilton the men bave the oppor 
tunity of learning very little about camp life, 
marching vr active drills. A number of them bhuv 
oury recentiv enlisted. For the most part they ar: 
bardy, musculur tellows with frank, manly faces 
and uw great love for a joke. They suoe thelr owu 
horses and shave each otber, and say they are per 
tectly couteuted wito their lot, 

Tbe supplies tor borses aud men are purchased 
from day today. It requires almost a swall tortune 
to purchase forage apd food. Toe fifty five horses 
cousume 650 pounds of outs aud 750 pounds of bay a 
day. They present a pretty picture while feeding. 
Tbe horses are stoutly built and most of them are 
bays. 

The officers are having a pleasant time visiting 
through the neighborhood, Jnvitatious are pouring 
ju upou them from all parts of Wilmington and the 
suburbs, aud if they accepted all they would be 
epgaged in waking social calis all the time.

By direction of the Secretary of War paragraph 786 of the 
Regulations is amended to read as follows: 

786. In accepting recruits at rendezvous, Greenleaf’s Epi- 
tome of Tripler’s Manual gives the required standard of 
qualifications, and is also the standard for inspection after 
the recruits arrive at the depot; except that the following 
instructions will govern in examining the eye and ear: 

1, No recruit shall be enlisted who cannot see well, at six 
hundred yards distance, a black centre three feet in diameter 
on a white ground. The test will be made by means of cards 
bearing the preeer ae test-types and test-characters of 
Snellen, which will be supplied by the Surgeon General; the 
types to be used for men who can read and the characters 
tor those who cannot read, 

After arrival at the depot, the medical officer shall make 
further examination of the recruit with the charts, glasses, 
and other visual tests furnished bim, with the view of de- 
termining the existence of astigmatism or other defects of 
vision which have not been discovered at rendezvous, and 
any defect which would disqualify the recruit for rifle ser- 
vice is cause for rejection. 

2. Recruits will also be examined for color-blindness. Any 
defect observed will be noted on the descriptive list of the 
soldier, but will not of itself coustitute a cause of rejection, 
except in the case of enlistments for the Signal Corps. The 
examination for this defect will be made by the method of 

olmgren. ‘Test-wools for the ——- accompanied with 
printed directions tor their use, will be issued to the prin- 
ow recruiting depots by the Surgeon General. 

. All men enlisted for the artillery arm of the Service at 
a military post, or assigned to that arm from a depot, shall, 
before such enlistment or assignment, besides undergoing 
the ordinary examidation, be examined specially with a 
view to establishing the fact of the patency of the Eustach- 
ian tubes and the integrity of the tympavic membranes, in 
default of which the men are unfit for that arm.

Indians, supposed te be Apaches, who left San 
Carlos last week, have been committing murders 
near Beuson. Troops from Fort Huachuca have 
been sent out in pursuit of them. 

Geveral Miles, in referring to the outbreak, says it 
is the result of a drunken row, which led to a feud 
between two bands of Indians in theSan Carlos 
Agency. Troops under Captain Henry W. w- 
ton, 4th Cavalry, are in pursuit of these Indians and 
will continue to follow them up until the Indians 
are captured or destroyed. These Indians are 
in no way connected with the Apaches who were 
out last year and who have all beet removed. These 
disturbances are likely to occur as long as the In- 
dians can get liquor.

Heretofore, in the JouRNAL, we have referred to 
the case of Samuel G. Reed, a soldier of the U. 8S. 
Army, whu deserted some years ago, with a com- 
rade named Williams, from Fort Brown and crossed 
to Matamoras where he killed and robbed a jeweller 
named Block. He wasarrested, condemned to death 
but escaped and went to California where he led a 
hard life, finally drifting back to San Antonio, 
where he was arrested for his desertion and turned 
over to the military authorities. A despatch from 
San Antonio says: ‘On June 1 Reed was taken un- 
der heavy guard to the court-martial room for trial. 
On the way he made a desperate effort to escape. 
He paid no attention to the command to halt and 
was fired upon. The bullet entered bis right side and 
passed through, He is mortally wounded. There 
were nine men in the detail and allof them fired 
upon him. Only one ballstruck bim. He admitted 
his complicity in the murder of Block, which he had 
up to this time strenuously denied. Goverament 
officers attach no blame to the guard detail.” 

An inquest was held before which Gen. Stanley 
and Chaplain Swift appeared as witnesses, the for- 
mer testifying that he simply held Reed fur deser- 
tion, and the latter as to a confession made by Reed 
after he was shor. ‘The verdict of the jury was that 
Reed came to his death by a gunshot wound in- 
flicted by the

In closing this last addressto you as your chaplain 
let me ‘beseech you, by the mercies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy and acceptable, uuto God, 
which is your reasonable service.’ You are at this time 
offering yourselves on your country’s altar, ready to die for 
tbat country at any moment, I t fore h you make 
this twofold offering of yourselves—to your God and to 
your country. Being His, He will. stand by youin every 
duty, in every hour of peril, and when the time of your de- 
pane is at band He will receive you into the arms of ever- 
lasting victory.”

He re- 
cently inspected the great gun foundry works at 
Terniand the shipbuilding yards at Castellamare, 
near Naples. 


THE Admiralty have made arrangements with the 
Cunard Company for adding a fifth cruiser, the 
Etruria, to the list of those available in war time. 
The Etruria’s engives are of 14,000 hurse-power, and 
she has a speed of 18 knots. 

NEGOTIATIONS are being made for the erection of 
a large natatorium at Horn Point, opposite Aunap- 
olis, to be used for public baths in summer and skat 
ing carnivalsin winter. It is to be built by a joint 
stock company, the capital stock of which is $4,000, 
to be divided into 100 shares at $40 each. 

THE Inspection Board returned from their tour 
Thursday, June 9. They have surveyed three iron- 
clads and two tugs at New York, three ironclads at 
Philadelphia, and a receiving ship at Washington, D. 
C. They report that it will take $75,000 to make ail 
the vessels seaworthy. The board goes to Norfolk, 
Va., June I4, to survey the Ossipce. 

THE findings of the Court of Inquiry in tbe case of 
P. A. Paymr. J.C. Sullivan were approved Tuesday 
afternoov. The Court fouud that Paymr. Sullivan 
bad not neglected his duty in furnishing supplies 
for the Portsmouth before she sailed and that his 
purchases abroad were made regularly. The sessions 
of the Court were held at the Washington Navy- 
yard. 

A SAN FRANcIsco despatch of June7 says advices 
have been received there from Hovolulu that the 
new war ship Kamailoa, which constitutes the Ha- 
waiian Navy, sailed from Samoa May 18. The ship 
cost the government $100,000. Prior to sailing the 
officers of the pavy were dismissed for misconduct 
and fighting, and the boatswain deserted with his 
uniform and advance salary. 

LATE advices from the Mare Island Navy-yard, 
California, state that the ship carpenters began las. 
week to tear out the liniug of the old frigate Hart- 
ford above the gun deck. The timbers were yery 
rotten and pill bave to be replaced eutirely. The 
vessel isin a much worse condition than was at first 
supposed, and it will require very careful muanage- 
ment to repair the ship within the amount appro- 
priated. 

From information received at the Navy Depart- 
ment it is beheved that the cruiser Chicago will be 
completed and ready to sail for New York next 
Tuesday. The stpering gear is pow in order and 
theze is no reason why the vessel should not make 
ber first trial trip as soon as coal and supplies cap be 
taken on at New York. The dock trials of the en 
gines already had have resulted so satisfactorily that 
little doubt is felt at the Department of the success 
of the vessel, which is the largest and most power- 
ful of the Roach cruisers. The cruiser Boston, now 
being fitted out with a steam separator at New York, 
will be ready for trial in two weeks. 

THE French flagship La Minerve arrived in New 
York barbor from Martinique, June 2, and anchored 
off West 35th street. The Richmond and other men- 
of-war anchored in midstream above 23d sfreet, 
responded to La Minerve’s salutes as she passed 
them.

F. Jewell, command- 
ing the Essex, to proceed without delay to the island 
of Fo-ahin siv, to the east of the island of Formosa, 
where the American bark Abbie Carver was re- 
ported to have been wrecked. Comdr. Jewell was 
ordered, on arriving at Shanghai, to place his vessel 
at the disposal of Minister Denby for one month and 
on the expiration of the month to proceed to 
Nagasaki. Comdr. Jewell, under date of Shanghai, 
April 25, reported to Rear Admiral Chandler, that 
April 18, the Essex arrived off Samasana. Finding a 
convenient landing Ensign Fletcher was sent ashore 
accompanied by Ensign Poundstone, Chen Hee, the 
Chinese pilot, and one of the Chinese stewards. 
From statements made to them by the inhabitants, 
it appears’ that a three-masted vessel, flying no 
colors, was seen off the island one evening in July 
last, and was lost sight of in the darkness. ‘he next 
morning the vessel was not im sight, but the beach* 
in the immediate vicinity was strewn with wreck- 
age. A search in the buts in the village resulted in 
the discovery of a large quantity of this wreckage. 
The probability 1s that the vessel was American and 
probably the one sought for,as the Abbie Carver 
left Hong Kong for Callao-August 6 last. No trace 
of the crew could be found. Arrived at Kelung 
April 20 and sailed same day for Shanghai, arriving 
April 24.

REVENUE MARINE AND THE NAVY. 

Nor long since we chronicled the results of the 
examinations recently held for the position of cadet 
10 the Revenze Marine, when four gentlemen re- 
ceived these appointments and have since been or- 
dered to duty on board the revenue school-ship, 
preparatory to their two years’ term of instruction. 
Is it not quite time to inquire once more ‘to what 
purpose is this waste?” Within a few weeks there 
will be a number of well-educated and well-qualfied 
young men who have been in the service of the 
Government for six years, thrown out of employ- 
ment by reason of the fact that there will be no 
vacancies existing for them in the Navy; why 
should not these surplus graduates be taken for the 
use of the Revenue Marine? Surely it can not be 
claimed that their education has not fitted them for 
the place ! The opportunities afforded by the school- 
ship of the Revenue Marine are but a tithe of those 
given at the Naval Academy, and it is surely a 
waste of the public money to keep up two establish- 
ments when one will suffice ; especially is this the 
case when one of them is necessarily inferior to the 
other in its plant ard in its results. The Board of 
Visitors at Annapolis last year, recommended that 
appointments to commissions in the revenue service 
should be made from the surplus graduates, and this 
is the view that any man of sound common sense 
would take if unprejudiced ; there need be no fear 
on the part of the revenue officers that this would 
tend to give them men who would not have the inter- 
ests of their work at heart ; they would get officers 
better prepared for their duties than those obtained 
under the present system. The ultimate destina- 
tion of their service must be its incorporation with 
the Navy ; and we believe that this musi come at no 
distant day. We are of opinior that as the benefits 
of such a transfer are better understood, there will 
be more and more of a sentiment in favor of the 
change. The opposition of the days of ex-Secre- 
tary CHANDLER would not now be able to raise its 
head, in face of the knowledge of the working men 
of the force as to the advantages of the retired list, 
pensions, etc. If Secretary FArmRcuILp desires to 
carry out the reform policy of his chief he can find 
no better place to do so than in this matter of the 
revenue school ship, and the appointment of the 
inferior grades of commissioned officers. 








THE FIFTY-EIGHTH ARTICLE OF WAR. 


WE observe that the reviewing authority in a re- 
cent case tried at Fort Leavenworth has been sub- 
jected to criticism because of its action in setting aside 
the proceedings, ‘‘ for the reason that the court was 
without jurisdiction of the offence committed by the 
prisoner, which is shown by the evidence to hare 
occurred in the city of Leavenworth. The provisions 
of the 58th Article of War, giving Courts-martial 
power to try crimes of this character, without reser- 
yation as to the place of their commission, are only 
vitalized during the period of a war.” It is claimed 
that this is bad in law, that it is subversive of dis- 
cipline, and directly opposed to judicial and execu- 
tive decisions. The opinion of the Supreme Court 
in the Mason case is cited as setting at rest the 
question of jurisdiction of a Court-martial over all 
offences enumerated in the 58th Article of War, 
under the provisions of the 62d Article, in time of 
peace, and the action of the Secretary of War, in 
sustaining General Mites in his approval of pro- 
ceedings had against soldiers for robbing citizens, is 
the executive decision referred to. 

We have read the opinion of the Supreme Court 
in the Mason case, with much care, and are unable 
to perceive that even the most forced construction 
of its terms can give to them the meaning claimed. 
Its extent, so far as the prescnt question is con- 
cerned, was that the 58th Article of War ‘‘ neither 
adds to nor takes from the powers which Courts- 
martial have, under the 62d Article, in time of 
peace.” The reference to the fact that the act done 
by Mason was a civil crime, and that his trial was 
for that act, has no bearing upon it. 
Mason was on duty when he committed the 
crime for which he was tried. His status 
fell within the definition of Lord LoucHporouGH 
“that the persons who compose the Army, for all 
offences in their military capacity, should be sub- 


J ject; to trial by'their officers,” To hold that under 
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the 62d Article of Wara soldier may be tried in time 
of peace for any offence enumerated in the 58th 

Article, no matter where committed, deprives the 

provisions of that article of all meaning. If it 
means anything it is that offences named shall be 

cognizable under all circumstances, in time of war 
alone by a military court. Eapressio unius est 
exclusio alterius is the maxim of law controlling its 
construction. The opinion of the Supreme Court 
left the 62d Article just where it had always been. 

Under its provisions offenders could be tried in time 
of peace for any offence not capital, if committed 
ina place and under circumstances affecting the 
discipline of the Service. If an enlisted man on 
furlough commits a civil crime a thousand miles 
from a military post, jurisdiction to try which is ex- 
pressly conferred upon a court-martial in time of 
war, can it be said that he may legally be tried at 
that post in time of peace by such a court? If he 
cannot, and we hold he cannot, cana soldier absent 
from bis post by authority be brought before such a 
court for the commission of a civil crime two miles 
away? Jurisdiction isa question of territorial 
boundary. It is governed by a geographical line. 
Upon one side is that of one power, and upon the 
other side that of another power. The case referred 
to, wherein the action of the Secretary of War is 
cited, was of so peculiar a character that it has al- 
ways seemed to us that the Secretary of War could 
not have given to ita personal consideration. Two 
enlisted men belonging to Vancouver Barracks in 
Washington Territory, committed robbery on a ci- 
vilian on the highway in the State of Oregon. By 
what reasoning the jurisdiction of a court-martial 
could be asserted in the premises we are at a loss to 
determine. The prisoners were sent toa peni‘en- 
tiary. That a habeas corpus proceeding would have 
secured their release cannot be doubted. In con- 
clusion we are of opinion thst it is not the part of 
wisdom for military courts to assume in any degree 
to exercise functions which should be left with civil 
tribunals. 


A NEW SYSTEM OF TACTICS. 


THE letter to General E. L. MoLineux, which ap- 
pears elsewhere, contains a description by the author 
of the new system of tactics devised by Major Ham- 
ILTON 8S. HAWKINS, of the 10th U. S. Infantry. We 
have not yet had an opportunity to examine these 
tactics, but have great confidence in the judgment 
of General MOLINEUx in such a matter, and after a 
thorough examination he gives them his most unre- 
served commendation. It is obvious that a change 
in tactics must come, and we are glad of any oppor- 
tunity to subject to the test of trial and criticism 
any system that may seem to be worthy of examina- 

ion as that of Major HAwWKINs most undoubtedly is 
With reference to it an officer of the Army of large 
experience says in a letter we have before us: 

“The officer of the Army who stands still to-day 
islost. He must go forward or he drifts back to 
disgraceful ignorance. The best articles appearing 
upon modern Battle Tactics for Infantry have been 
written by Gen. Sir LUMLEY GRAHAM, British Army, 
and 2d Lieutenant KEnnon, 6th U.S. Infantry. The 
man who has succeeded in writing a system of tac- 
tics for infantry, complying fully with all the re- 
quirements of said. articles, and in addition being 
supported by all the worthy authority obtainable, 
has accomplished a work of great importance, and 
a manuscript of such value should not be permitted 
to lie still born in the hands of the author. There 
has been written such system of tactics for infantry, 
the simplicity of which amazes one. The author is 
Major H. 8S. Hawkins, 10th U. S. Infantry, at pres- 
ent Instructor of Infantry Tactics at the Military 
School at Fort Leavenworth. 

‘In no sense is his work a revision of Upton. It is 
new, clean cut, in spirit and fact. I was present at 
the drills, three in all, that Major Hawkins held 
with his new system, and can ouly say I was de- 
lighted with every movement, so simple, so strong 
and efficient, passing over all kinds of ground and 
obstacles without confusion, deep rivers and 
precipices alone calling a halt. These tactics 
also give sufficient space fora man inline with 
closed ranks to carry into efficient execution all the 
instruction given him at target practice, and with 
cqual accuracy as though held on the range. This! 
deem of vital importance, J haye read the manu- 











script of Major HAWKINS with great care in con- 
nection with Sir Lumiey Grauam’s and Lieutenant 
KENNON's papers. I did so with a view to its de- 
struction, but Major Hawkins controverted every 
point made against it with such success that I am 
made a convert to this new system.” 

Another officer says in a communication just re- 
ceived : ‘‘ No officer familiar with modern field ex- 
ercises and manceuvres can doubt that to-day a 
great necessity exists for a revision of our infantry 
tactics, nor is there much question that the last 
days of General Upron’s life were embittered by 
the knowledge that his tactics were not adapted to 
the needs of modern warfare. I sincerely hope the 
tactics to be presented by Major Hawkins may meet 
the full expectation of his friends and the just needs 
of the Service, but at the same time I hope no 
change will be authorized which is not specially 
suited for manceuvring a three battalion regiment ; 
each battalion being as much under the immediate 
command of its major in manceuvring as a company 
is now under the command of its captain. A firmg 
line for attack must to-day be in extended order and 
it will be impossible for a colonel to keep in battle 
more than a general supervision of his regiment. 
In all European armies, with the exception of that 
of Great Britain, a regiment consists from two to 
tour battalions with the major in active command 
of his battalion. To-day the United States are still 
adhering, in its essential features, to an infantry 
organization that in other nations has been aban- 
doned by reason of its inherent defects as demon- 
strated on many a battlefield. Congress is prepared 
to view with favor a change of our infantry regi- 
ments to a three battalion organization, and is it a 
judicious time to change the present system of 
tactics before the change in organization is effected ?” 








THe following return to Parliament shows the

A total of 11,098 guns costing altogether $23,- 
828,660, an average of $2,174 each. The Royal Gun 
Factory was instituted at Woolwich in 1857 for the 
manufacture of the Armstrong rifled gun. Wool- 
wich Arsenal in 1837 employed 136 men; at the 
present time it employs 12,550. Hitherto they have 
not made any guns larger than 69 tons, but they 
state that they are quite prepared to make np to 150 
tons. 








THE War Department has received an official copy 
of the decision of the Supreme Court in the Runkle 
case, and it is presumed that the President will 
cause Major Runkle’s name to be restored to the re- 
tired list of the Army without further delay, as the 
list is now three below the four hundred limit. The 
question of back pay due Major Runkle, including 
the longevity under the Tyler decision, will have to 
be settled by the accounting officers of the Treasury 
after the Court of Claims has decided what is due 
him. The most important question for the War 
Department to decide in connection with the decis- 
ion is as to whether or not it opens the doors for 
other officers of the Army who were dismissed 
under similar circumstances. No official conclu- 


sion ag to the bearing of the opinion on that point 





has yet been arrived at, but lawyers around the 

War Department who have read it do not antici- 

pate that there will be any other beneficiaries. At 

any rate they are sure the War Department will not 
consent to the restoration of any one without some 

show of protest, which means that each applicant 

will have to fight his way through the courts as 
Runkle did. There are quite a number of cases 

where officers have been dismissed the Service by 

sentence of courts-martial, the papers being signed 
by the Secretary of War instead of the President. 

In fact before Hayes’s Administration, when the 
Runkle case first came up, it was quite the custom 
for the Secretary of War to sign papers in court- 
martial cases involving dismissal. But there is no 
case precisely similar to that of Major Runkle’s, 
and there are several points that could be raised 
against those who might demand restoration that 
did not apply in the Runkle case. In the first place 
over six years have elapsed since the Secretary of War 
ceased signing court-martial papers for the Presi- 
dent, and the majority of those who were dismissed 
previous to that time would now be barred by the 
statute of limitation. There are a few who pre- 
sented their claims for restoration at the same time 
Runkle did, but as the vacancies from which they 
were dismissed have been filled by the appointment 
of others, whose nominations were confirmed by the 
Senate, the decision in the Blake case would shut 
them out if the limitation clause did not. Tudeed, 
unless the applicant for restoration should happen 
to have been on the retired list as Runkle was, it is 
doubtful if the decision of the Court can be made to 
apply to any other dismissed officer. 


Tue Secretary of War has referred the mileage 
ease of Surgeon BILLinas to the Court of Claims, 
This is one of the cases, it will be remembered, that 
provoked the late unpleasantness between the Secre- 
tary and Ex-Comptroller MAYNARD, who refused to 
pass the account of Surgeon BiLiines for mileage 
during his visit to the International Medical College, 
held at London, in 1881. The Comptroller held, 
that “‘the War Department had no authority to 
send a delegate to the International Medical Con- 
gress at London at the Government's expense.” 
Congress, alone, he held, could determine the pro. 
priety of such a representation. The Secretary took 
exception to this ruling and some spicy correspond- 
ence resulted, with the usual result, that each 
held to his own opinion. It is to test the soundness 
of the Treasury ruling that the Secretary is now 
bringing the matter before the Court cf Claims. In 
order to get the case before the court he was com- 
pelled to bring suit against Major BILLINGs, as indi- 
cated in the following commuuication, trans~ 
mitting the papers : 

WAR DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, May 25, 1887. 
To the Honorable the Judges of the Court of Claims: 

The undersigned, Secretary for the Department of 
War of the United States, respectfully represents 
that two clajms have been made against said Depart- 
ment, by Surgeon J. 8. Billings, United States Army, 
for mileage, for travel on duty, under the orders of 
the War Department, of March 30, 1881, and Febru- 
ary 21, 1884, ye ; that payment of mil » 
due under the first order, was made by Major Wil- 
liam Snith, Paymaster United States Army, and 
under the second, by Major James R. Roche, Pay- 
master United States Army; tbat said payments 
were disallowed by the ee officers of the 
Treasury, the first under date of November 15, 1885, 
and thesecond under date of December 14, 1885; that 
the matter of the stoppace of the pey of said Surgeon 
BiwWings,under parag 82445 and 2446,o0f the ula- 
tions of the Army of 1881,for the purpose of reimburs- 
ing the United States, the amounts so disallowed, is 
now pending before the War Department; that said 
ae a Billings resists such stoppage, claiming that 
under existing laws and regulations he is justly en- 
titled to the wileage c¢ for the journeys per- 
formed under the lawful orders of bis supenor. 

As said claims involve controverted questions of 
law, and the decision will furnish a precedent for 
the future action of the War Department in the ad- 
justment of a class of cases, the undersigned bereby 
causes said claims, with all the papers pertaining 
thereto, to be transmitted to the Court of Claims for 
its action, under Sec. 1063, of the R. S. of the United 
States, or under such other statutes as the court may 


deem applicable.

Possibly, the fact 
that New York is just now getting more cold water, 
on Sundays at least, than its mixed population 
calls for, may explain this envious remark of the 
Chicago paper at the expense of her great sister 
cities. The reorganization of the French Army as 
a water supply under a BoULANGER, suggests an 
abundance of the two essentials of life in the 
matter of food and drink. 





THE NEW CRUISERS AND GUNBOATS. 


THE work on the new cruisers and gunboats now 
building, or rather contracted for, is progressing so 
slowly that the contractors have given up all hope 
of completing their work within the contract time, 
and, instead of looking forward with pleasure to 
the early remuneration for their services, are antici- 
pating with dread the expiration of the. contracted 
period, from which date the Government will exact 
fines from them of $25 per day for the first six 
months ; $50 per day for the next 90 days ; $100 per 
day for the next 90 days, and $200 for each day 
thereafter until the vessels and machinery ate com- 
pleted. The contracts require that the cruisers shall 
be completed and delivered to the United States 
within 18 months and the gunboats within 12 
months. Over six months have passed since the 
contracts were awarded and the keel of but one 
vessel, the Baltimore, has yet been laid. 

The delay is due to the difficulty in getting ma- 
terial, for which the contractors maintain the Gov- 
ernment is responsible, asserting that the tests pre- 
scribed are too severe, and that. they are not prop- 
erly applied. The Department accordingly his 
modified its instructions to steel inspectors no less 
than three times already, The first important modi- 
fication applied to tensile tests of finished material, 
except boiler plates, and some advartage was there- 
by given to the contractor. The last modification, 
made June 7, applies to boiler plates, and is also a 
decided advantage to the manufacturer, Until this 
change was made none of the boiler plates for the 
Baltimore stood the test apphed. Under the original 
tests these required an elastic limit of not less than 
34,000 pounds per square inch and an elongation in 
eight incbes of not les3 than 29 per cent. Under 
the modification these figures are reduced to 30,000 
pounds and 26 per cent., respectively. 

The manufacturers are now satisfied that they will 
experience no further didiculty under the new tests 
in furnisbing boiler plates promptly, and in quanti- 
ties required. The change, which was decided upon 
after a conference between Secretary Whitney, En- 
gineer-in-Chief Loring and Captain fivans, will ad- 
mit about 120 tons of plate, which failed under the 
tests heretofore prescribed. 

The reports received by the Navy Department 
from the several steel inspectors show that about 
1,200 tons of material for the new vessels have been 
passed up to date. About three times this quan- 
tity, it is believed, has been rejected. A photo- 
graph of the work done on the Baltimore was re- 
ceived at the Navy Department this week. It shows 
the keel and about a dozen frames to be in position. 
So far as the Department is informed, the keels of 
the Charleston and gunboats have not yet been laid, 
though it is known that some of the material is on 
hand at each of the places where the vessels are be- 
ing built. So far as can be learned none of the ma 
terial for the dynamite vessel’has yet been turned 
out. 

An order was issued from the Navy Department 
on Thursday requiring the Steel Inspection Board 
to again assume charge of the inspection of all the 
material of the machinery of the new vessels, that 
is as far as tersile strength is concerned. The en- 
gineer officers will continue to pass judgment upon 
the quality of the steel.

Tue detail of two Army officers to witness the 
manoeuvres of French troops in September next is 
now under consideration by the Lieutenant-Gereral. 
He had at first contemplated the selection of two 








officers from among those now on leave of absence 
abroad, but it is now understood that he will send 
two woll-known artillery officers from here. 








Our Washington correspomdent reports with re- 
ference to the accident to the 10-inch Naval gun: 
‘*My best judgment after talking with Genera] 
BENET and other officials of the Ordnance Corps, is 
that the accident to the gun will cost but little to 
repair and that its-strength will not be impaired. 
The depth of cut is placed by Captain Sicarp at the 
twentieth part of an inch and by some oflicers of the 
Yard at one-eighth of an inca. Even if the latter 
is correct, it is believed by disinterested parties, 
that the injury will not result seriously. It has not 
been decided how to repair the damage, and the 
gup, meanwhile, remains hidden from the gaze of 
the curious. The correspondent whose report we 
pubiished last week, says.: ‘‘ Investigation shows 
that the principal injury consists of a score cut 
in the powder chamber of the gun to the depth 
of about one-eighth of an inch and in length 
about four inches concentric with the bore. This 
is the initial injury resulting from the breaking 
of the tooland is that referred to last week. It 
now appears that in withdrawing the broken tool 
another score was made parallel with the axis of the 
bore and about a foot in length. Here the gun must 
have turned slightly or the broken tool must have 
moved so that a second score was made three inches 
longand also concentric with the bore. The first score 
is the deepest, and to remove it it is estimated that 
the diameter of the powder-chamber will have to be 
increased about one-quarter of an inch. I append 
a copy ofa drawing showing the nature of the scor- 
ing the powder chamber of the 10-inch rifle bas 
received.”

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THE ARTILLERY QUESTION. 
To the Editur of the Armu and Navy Journal: 


Many evils doth environ 
Men who meddle with cold iron. 


If Professor Michie deserves nothing more he is 
certainly entitled to the gratitude of the artillery 
for bis concise and intelligent presentation of what 
may Ye called the Artillery Questicn. It was not to 
be expected that the Professor would be able to 
state all the causes which for fifty years bave oper 
ated to make our artillery what it is, or to suggest 
the appropriate remedies. Such an account could 
only come from an artillery officer of long service. 
Nevertbeless be bas pointed out, with great clear- 
ness, sore of the evils which have caused us great 
injury and which have induced the steady deterior- 
ation and impaired the prestige and usefulness of 
this important arm of serviwe. As compared with 
the position, the duties, and the influence ot foreign 
artillery, our own is simply a fraud, and bears no 
wore resemblance to what the world at large 
ascribes to this branch of service than cavalry with- 
out horses and arms bears to cavalry well mounted 
and prepared in every respect to fight. The essen- 
tials, but nor the name, would be wanting, which is 
our case exactly. 

We are of no account. Deprived by the existing 
organization and system of all technical duties, or 
of any voicein the subject of armament, we are 
treated with condescending civility by the Ordnance 
and Engineers, and as we are habitually shut up in 
forts or barracks far removed from the vicissitudes, 
dangers, end hardships which have fallen to the 
cavalry and infantry during the past twenty years, 
we have forfeited much of the respect 4nd camar 
aderie which are engendered among soldiers by a 
common experience in the field. They sav that we 
are not soldiers, and as we know we have but little 
claim to our official title as artillery, it is difficult to 
decide where we really do belong. And for this 
condition of things. whois responsible? 1 will an- 
swer by saying tbhat,in avery great measure, we 
may thank ourselves fur being just what we are. 

Since 1851 no less than five attempts huve been made 
to reorganize the artillery and put iton a proper 
basis. We bave bad powertul avd ardent friends 
beth in and out of Congress, in the War Department, 
in the Army and among citizens at large, friends 
who would have been glad to see us succeed in rais- 
ipg our standard to that of other armies, and in 
thus advancing the general interests and efficiency 
of the Service. But chese attempts have failed and 
were it not thatthe failures may prove valuaple as 
beacons to guide us in any further effort we may 
muke, it would have been better probab'y had 
nothivg been attempted. 

Experience shows that the chief, it may be truth 
fully said the only cause of failure heretofore has 
been the great diversity of opinions among our- 
selves as to what was really wanted, and the conse- 
quent impossibility of united action. These dis 
agreements were quite natural in the earler bistory 
of the artillery before the problem of reorzaniza- 
tion had been thorougbly studied, but they should 
not be renewed now, if we wish to succeed. 

For the first time in the experience of the writer, 
our case has been publicly presented by a learned, 
fair-minded and disinterested outside judge. By 
virtue of bis office, bis duties and bis large acquain 
tance, both here and in Europe, Professor Micbie’s 
opinion is eutitled to the fullest respect, and his 
suggestions to our most serious consideration, even 
if they do burt our pride a little. Let us then study 
carefully the problem before us iu all its bearings, 
Jet us discuss it calmly, patriotically and with an 
unselfish desire to elevate and improve the organi- 
zation and employment of our corps, and witha firm 
faith iv the justness of our cause let us with one ac- 
cord and maintuin it. 

It is evident from the signs thac another “at- 
tempt” 1s now under consideration, and that it pro- 
mises to purtake very much of the character of all 
other attempts, because we are not agreed as to the 
merits of the proposition. If this should prove true 
the plao will reach the President simultaneously 
with the usual counter suggestions or downright ob- 
jections, and Cougress or the War Department, to 
whomesoever it may be finally submitted, perplexed 
by the diversity of opinions, will naturally refrain, 
as they bave in the past, from giving it their ap- 
proval.

We once heard a story of an “old soldier,” who 
for years would shoot and shoot and could not hit, 
but after the Regular Army had foilowea in the 
wake of the militia on target practice, this old vet- 
eran, covered all over with the knocks and knobs of 
hard service. was placed on the ground and twisted 
into the military (?) position—feet to the target, 
knees drawn up. and his body contorted generally 
until he looked like “Jack in the Box”; well, after 
everything was ready, the piece properly turned and 
sighted by—a coacher, the officer calls out, “*Are you 
ready there?

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I wouLp pot interfere too seriously between “One 
of tae Inspected” and ** Four Arms,”’ but as some 
other eye way bave caugbt their passing remarks 
and felt a certain narrowness in the ivuterest ex - 
pressed by these knights of the nom de plume, may 
[ inject a word? In such a pleasaat exchaoge of 
ideas can they not broaden their view to the possi- 
bilitv of the intantry not being the only one of the 
inspected? Even imspectors of rifleor target prac 
tice may some day awake tc what very important 
* practice” they do pot inspect, and * Four Arms” 
isa good enough name to suggest what damage is 
done by what ts ignored. Musketry is good. buat it 
in vot everything in the Army, evenon agunpowder 
basis; and our musketry is far from the ideal, dis 
pite the high pressure and special privileges which 
have beev given it for years. 

** Progress,”’.on the neighboring page of yours of 
May 28, says. as to one-sided target practice, what 
may well be taken to heart on all sides: 

“As to abolishing the ‘figure of merit system,’ how 
was it before we bad such ? Some tew did well anda 
large majority did notdo at all. Emulation, and 
oficial publication of results, * that which has 
brought the Army to its present high standard, en- 
couraging the good and zealous captains and mak- 
10g the indifferent or lazy work.” (The italics are 
mine). And must ail other military instruction be 
left as stale and indifferent as musketry was, and 
the Army rewain a Oyclops with one dea? Orders, 
frequently referred to as bases of existing 
tions, command that thé merits of differént organi- 


zations shall be determined in other respects besi-le 
merely musketry, aud when this alone is selected for 

ublication and prizes the result is evident. What 
s sauce for one is good enough for all. 

There ia a possible question of fact cropping out 
incidentally in this exchange of views, which seems 
important enough to the Service at large to be made 
as impre-sive as possible. The use of itulics and a 
noun adjectively may lenve some doubt of the exact 
meaning intended to be conveyed by him, but if 
“One of the Inspected” has such access to the re- 
cords that he can confirm their failure to show the 
oe apne. of some commands in the effective use of 
their weapons, both carried and fixed, where field 
service has in no wise interfered with necessary 
practice, the revelation would be well. Whetber 
such a failure would be creditable to the records or 
to the Army, most of us have seen enough to judge. 
{[n the hope that the records are at last accessible 
and will disprove the whole slanderous list, the 
rumors may as well be formulated that, with oppor- 
tunities adequate for the zealou’, there bas been 
failure at various places for a year at a time to prac- 
tice fully with each weapon that is issued to the 
Army. viz.: the bayonet, pistol, musket, sabre, can- 
non, mortarand machine gun. Not that one organ- 
ization at one place failed through one year witb all 
these weapons, but it is almost ludicrous how nearly 
some seem to have tried to take them allin. If the 
daintiest approach to this great bludgeon of a rumor 
is substantiated by the records we may plume our- 
selves as superior to any Christian Army in tbe 
world in what weignore. If the records show we 
are perfect masters of each and all of our weapons 
aud of our profession in principles and practice, 
why bully for the records and all hail to our glor- 
ous selves. If the power is giveu to see ourselves 
as others eee us, and from a foolish notion fill us, we 
must give thauks. I will confess to disappointment 
if the records do not demonstrate that the diligent 
in anytbing have the better mastery in every duty 
and that the commands baving the highest figure of 
merit in musketry will be found best _instracted 
throughout.

Nevertheless, | 
am not able, to my great regret, to (wnake application of it) 
introduce it into our Army. the limited funds at our dis- 
posal making it absolutely necessary to use the equipments 
now op hand fora number of yexrs. 

I bave placed on trial a method similar in principle to 

ours, and which offers to us the great advantage of utiliz- 
ng our present equipment.

OPINION OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


MAnKy officers at Washington have for several 
years done all in their power to influence the Gov- 
ernment to put the National Guard on a sounder 
military footing. A Star reporter who talked with 
anumber of them reports Gen. Drum as saying of 
the National Encampment: “1 watched the. drill 
with a great deal of interest and consider it a suc- 
ceas. There are many points to be criticised, but 
many others to be commended. Tbe drill itself was 
adnrirably conducted, and the performance of those 
¥ ho participated was unexcelled. The camp discip- 
line was, however, vot of the best. Guard duty was 
a little slack, and there was too much publicity, but 
the men undoubtedly were greatly benefited by 
their camp experience, and went away a good deal 
better informed about many things than when they 
came. 

“*[ never saw such excellent drilling as was ex- 
hibited. I saw some of the prize companies drill, 
and, in my judgment, there was nothing to equal 
the Lomax Kifles of Alabama. The Toledo Cadets 
made a good impression upon the public, but they 
did not drill tuctics. All their movements were ex- 
ecuted with this one, two, three regularity that 
caught the public, but not the judges, who were 
looking for excellence from a strictly military point 
of view, I think the drill will tend to inerease pub- 
lic interest in National Guard matters, to the end of 
obtaining the financial support of the Government. 

“1 should like to see an annual militia encampment 
beld iu the vicinity of Washington under the direc- 
tion of the Government, and the soldiers who take 
part in it paid a regular salary by the Government 
during the time they are in camp. Similar encamp- 
ments should be held all over tbe country by group- 
ing the States. The Washington Mice 04 9 might 
include New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and Virginia. Then the New England States 
could hold a similar encampment in Massachusetts, 
and soon with the Western and Southern States. 
We are bound to come to some such arrangem ut.” 

Asst. Adjt..Gen. Kelton spoke in the same man- 
ner. ‘1 regard the drill as a great success,” he said, 
“and am surethat the public-spirited committee 
will be fully recompensed for their financial loss 
when they see the good effects the drill will have in 
years to come. We are bound to have the National 
Guard under the direction of the National Govern- 
ment. The national drill was a splendid starter. It 
awakened public interest, and whatever the public 
wants it will get. So that as a means of bringing 
matters to the attention of Congress, with a view of 
securing needed legislation, backed by the.general 
public, the drill cannot be considered other than 
highly successful. The encampwent was not all that 
it should have been. There was too much publicity, 
and the men were undergoing.a continual ordeal of 
dress parade. F : 

** Lhope to see the time when there will be an an- 
nual encampment here. The men will not come to 
find everything prepared for them, but will be 
compelled to go into camp in the same way as they 
coakain the field in earnest, pitch their own tents, 
get their own fuel aod water, and do their own 
cooking. Then they should be compelled to strike 
camp once or twice during encampment, and go on 
a short march and return, and = go iuto camp ; 
iu other words, do just as they will have to do some 
day. A non-military man cannot appreciate the 
benefits of even a week’s experience in camp. 

*“T never saw such excellent Leg | as was ex- 
hibited last week. The cadets at West Point cannot 
show avything like such proficiency. Thesooner our 
legislators come to a realizing sense of the necessity 
of helpiug the National Guard the better it will be 
for the country.”

NATIONAL MILITIA VETERANS. 

Tne inaugural parade of the National Veteran 
Militia Association, which is to occur in Boston 
June 17, will be an interesting event, and add an- 
other feature to the military affairs of our semi- 
military public. Outside of a few organizations, 
seattered over a half-dozen Northern States, little 1s 
kuown ofthe purpose of this association. ‘The pri- 
mary object of its formation was to unite the 
strength of the veteran militia in maivtaining and 
encouraging tbe active uniformed militia of the 
whole country. The other cousideratious were to 
collect the ge! of the citizen soldiers’ service in 
the field, and publish the same for the iustruction 
of the rising generation, who may reverentially read 
the grand military traditions, of which this countr 
can so proudly boast; to cultivate patriotic senti- 
ment, and establish a fraternal bond, powerful 
euough to affect legislatiou and aid the country in 
any emergeticy that may arise. The founders of 
this association believe thatif they can prove (as 
they undoubtedly can), by the history of the militia 
of this couvtry, that ic has been of value to the na- 
tional defence, that as a civil standing army, quite 
self supporting, it has raised the true standard of 
citizeusbip, it will bring about a higher respect 
from the public for the active militiamen of to-day. 
A clause from the constitution of the association 
states thatit is the duty of each organization, or 
member thereof, to aid the actives throughout the 
country by encouraging the formation of veteran 
assoviations emanating therefrom; and by the dis- 
c.ission of military systems and methods, the state 
of national defence, the effectiveness of the military 
forces of the country, the condition and utility of 
tae militia laws of the various States, and wherein, 
by reason of their antagonisms and differences, the 
forces that they govern cannot be mobilized to act 
in concert; and to awaken public opinion tu the 
military needs ofthe country. .. . | 

‘To suggest beneficial changes in militia laws, and 
to present their views on the above matters at asso- 
ciation conventions for consideration; to collect sta- 
tistics, gather historical facts of the actual services 
of the militia, and to forward the information and 
the results of their observations to the president of 
the association; to select those veterans, whom they 
may believe the ablest and profoundest, as most fil- 
ting members for delegates, to the eud that all mea- 





res proposed iu convention may be thurougbly 
digested aud critically and fairly tested. Wheu the 
association bas mutured 


wt aye nag to 
® plan proposing a large aud effective militia force, 


each organization is hereby pledged to faithfully 
and loyally sustain this association in the work of 
establishing powerful united national defence.”’ 

Since the first meeting of the association, which 
was held at Rocky Point, R. I., Aug. 17, 1885, it bas 
held avnual and semi-annual meetings regularly 
ever since in New York City. There has been a 
good attendance of delegates, usually five from each 
orgapization, and they have one and all been earnest 
and siueere in the welfare of the association. This 
year, beside the usual delegates, there will be repre- 
sented large numbers from each organization uud 
in some instances the active corps will accompany 
the veteraps as escort. An outline of the pro- 
gramme to be carried out is about as follows: On 
the arrival of guests in Boston they will be received 
by proper escorts and proceed to headquarters, at 
10.30 A. M., the various organizations will form in line 
and march over the route, which will not exceed 
one hour in covering. ~ 

Capts. E. J. Dyer and Frank T. Robinson, a com- 
mittee from the Boston Veteran Vorps, have just 
returned from a visit to New York, Hartford, and 
Providence, and report that there is much enthu- 
siasm among the veteravs over the parade, and it is 
estimated that upward of 1,500 will be in line if the 
day is fair.

The Army judges of merit at the recent military drill were 
suggested by General Sheridan from his knowledge of their 
pepeoone n drill tactics. During the several days of ex- 

ibition, the judges, each for himself and without the know- 
ledge of the others, made separate records on a prescribed 
furmula of tactics, in accordance with the West Point Code, 
and not till the drill was completed did they compare notes. 
Then the conclusion was reached by adding up the marks of 
merit of all the judges and awarding the prizes and rank of 
proficiency from the best average of the combined indivi- 
dual reports of the severul judges.

WANTED A NEW EQUIPMENT FOR MILITIA. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir is about time that New York adopted a 
helmet or dress headgear for the troops. The 
ent helmet. while a slight improvement over 
old “shako,” is by no means what it should be. 
It 1s far too heavy, and the projection in the rear is 
faulty, extending too low down, making it very uncomfort- 
able for the men when in heavy marching order with knap- 
sack, and overcoat rolled thereon. Many men are compelled 
to hold their heads down to keep the helmet from being 
knecked off by coming in contact with the coat rolled on the 
knapsack—the rear bottom of the helmet extending down so 
jow as to continually strike the coat, even at a rest; the re- 
sult in marching is ubvious, and to prevent the helmet from 
bobbing off serenely & matter of great anxiety 
to a Jarge number of Guardsmen. at first 

said, why not loosen the straps the 
knapsack may hang lower. This is impracticable, because 
owing tothe faulty equipments the knapsack, eyen when 
strapped up as high as_ possible, is continually bear- 
ing down on the cartridge box undernenth, tending 
to loosen the belt, besides making it very uncom- 
tortable for the soldier. The pressure on the hips 
from the weight of the knapsack resting on the cart- 
ridge box is very severe, and srequeney causes the strap 
which keeps the box closed to break. The cartridge bex it- 
self is an excellent one, but the loops by which it is attached 
to the belt should be longer so that they may hang lower, 
thereby being free from contact with the bottom of the 
knapsack and easier to pull around in front of the body when 
needed. The present knapsack is a most flimsy counterfeit 
of a soldier’s necessary outfit, and bas no advantage over the 
old ones turued in some few years ago—it anything the old 
knapsacks were the best; they were seman stronger, the 
outside covering being entirely of leather, while the present 
one is part leather and part common glazed cloth, and very 
rotten at that. It is hoped that much needed reform in these 
respects will soon be introduced. The soldier's equipments 
should hang easy and comfortable.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Mr. Eugene Schuyler, Ph. D., LL. D., baa, within 
the last year, issued frem the press of Char.es Scribner's 
Sons a work entitled, ** American Diplomacy and the Fur- 
therance of Commerce.”’ It is based on two courses of les. 
tures delivered at Johns Hopkins University and at 
Cornell University. Mr, Schuyler bas unusual qualiti- 
cations for the Uiscussion of this subject, his connec 
tion with our State Department heving extended over 
a period of seventeen years. being terminated in 1884 in 
a manover singularly ebaracteristic of our hap-hazard system 
of administration, viz.: by the failure of au app riation. 
He was first Consul at Moscow und then at Reval, then Sec- 
retary of Legation at St."Petersburg and Constantinople, 
Consul at Birmingham, Consul-General at Rome, Charg 
d’ Affa‘res aod Consul-General at Bucharest and Minister Re- 
sident and Consul-General to Greece, Roumania and Servia. 
Mr. Scbuyler’s work contains a yey interesting history of 
the growth of our consular and diplomatic system and a 
consideration of the questions with which our State Depart- 
meant has bud to deal since its creation wm 17388. Duriug this 
period we have had, it appears, 32 Secretaries of State, one of 
them, Daniel Webster, having served twice, first in 1841-2 
and again in 1850-1. Six of these have been elected President 
and a number of others have beep among the most promin- 
ent candidates for this office, including Clay, Webster, Cal- 
houn, Everett, Cass, Seward and Blaine. Aside from his di- 
plomatic experience, Mr. Schuyler is well-kcsewn as the 
autbor of several works, hia History of Peter the Great be- 
ing the most important of them. 


Maemijlan and Co. publish a work on * Australian 
Defences and New Guinea,” compiled from the papers of 
the late Sir Peter Sc-atchley, KR. E. K. C. M. G., by C, 
Klinoch Cook. ‘The author bas endcayored, in these papers, 
to place on record the work done by the late Major-General 
Sir Peter Seratchley, in conneetion with Australian de. 
fences, and as her Majesty's Special Commissioner for New 
Guinea. There is also given a memoir of the General, giv- 
ing extracts from his Crimean and Indian Mutiny Dianes. 
In these he makes frequent and interesting allusions to his 
friend, General Charles George Gordon. and other enginecr 
o rs who touk part withhim in these campaigns. Tle 
opinions of a man, whose suggésted systems of defence for 
the Australian Colonies has been, in its salient pointes, 
actually adopted, can scarcely fail to be of great interest to 
our own Army and Navy officers, especially at this tim? 
when public attention is being called to our own necds. The 
whole subject is discussed under the following heads: Gen- 
eral defences; naval defenées; coast deferces; torpedo de- 
fences; local forces. These chapters are followed by otheis 
giving an outline of the best methods of prosecting the chief 
cities and harbors of the Australian Colonies, pointing out 
as well the probable points of attack by hostile forces. It 
will be seen that the book is one of first class importance to 
the student of military science, while the interesting memoir 
and descriptions of life in England's new colony ot New 
Guinea makes it of equal interest to the general reader. 


Frederick Schwatka, who has been so busy with 
his pen ever since his resignation from the Army, is the au- 
thor of a handsome volume issued by Cassell anu Co., Lim-

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THE QUEEN’sS JUBILEE. 


Tue London World reports that the Court authori- 
ties are much perplexed by the difficulties of the 
jubilee celebration arrangements. ‘lhe Queen has, 
it seems, almost an unconquerabie objection to wear- 
ing the crown, and various compromises proposed 
savor strongly of the ridiculous. To make matters 
worse, everybody else’s dresses depend on the 
Queen’s decision. and as late as on Thursday, June 
2, the wife of a foreign minister received a friendly 
bint to postpone the ordering of ber dress. If State 
robes are finally adopted the next few days will be 
a terrible ordeal for London dressmakers. 

The processions on June 21 will be far more pic- 
turesque and impoing than is generally expected. 
The Prince of Wales and all the members of the 
roval family are to be on horseback, so that the 
Queen will be attended by the brilliant cavalcade uf 
her relatives. There is also to bea very large mili- 
tary escort under command of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge. It is probable that there will be17 of the 
roval carriages in the procession. An immense 
marquee is to be erected outside the great west door 
of the Aobey, in which the royal procession will be 
formed, the personazes walking in strict order of 
precedence up the pave and through the door to 
their places. The definite ceremoniul has not yet 
been settled, and everything iv the court depart- 
ment is in a state of confusion and frightful muddle. 








TORPEDU-BOATS. 


“A distinguished naval officer once described a 
torpedo boat us ‘a machine constructed to run atrial 
trip.’ Foralong time the reproach was not alto- 
gether unmerited, but lately some very realistic imi- 
tations of actual warfare have been carried out. 
There have been, under the command of Captain 
Long, who is director of the torpedo school, a couple 
of dozen boats told off to carry out evolutions inthe 
Channel. The miuviature squadron was divided into 
two divisions, and some very spirited work has beea 
done both by day and night, which bas proved, at 
any rate, the ability of officers and men to bandle 


their craft. for there were ample chances of collis- 
iov and, indeed, the wonder seems how the boats 
could have been kept from running into each other 
on frequent occasions. The only cuse of collision 
reported, however, occurred between a Thornycroft 
boat No. 43 and a Yarrow craft No. 66. The mishap 
is uttributed to the failure of the latter to ans wer 
her helm with sufficient promptness. As it was dark, 
however, and po I'ghts were shown, it requires no 
explanation of want of handiness to account for the 
mishap. The chief event, however, was an 80 mile 
race at sea, the course being from Portland, round 
the Ore Stone, and back. Outof the total number 
of bouts entered 16 were Thornycrofts, four Yar- 
rows and four Whites. As, however, one Thorpy- 
croft and one Yarrow had been put out of the con- 
test by the collision it reduced the latter represen- 
tatives to three, while the Thornycroft craft still 
bad a commanding I3ad in numbers, and therefore, 
other things being equal. a proportionate chance of 
success. Indeed, one of Thornycroft’s boats was the 
favorite before the start, but asa result one of the 
Yarrow boats won, a White boat coming in second. 
it was during this race that the boilers of two of the 
Thoraycroft boats gave out; with disastrous results 
in one case.”’ 








PRIZES FOR AN IMPROVED SADDLE. 


Two Prizes, of 6,000 marks and 3,000 marks respec- 
tively, are offered by the German Government for 
che best pattern of a saddle for the Cavalry. The 
conditions ure briefly as fellow: 1. It must afford 
au easy and natural seat to the trooper. 2. It must 
not in any way impede bis movements. 3. [t must be 
simple in construction. 4. [t must be serviceable. 
5. It must be light. All patterns heavier than the 
Hungarian sadd'e at present in use are condemned 
in advauce. It must, moreover, be cheap, and be so 
constructed that the various articles of equipment— 
mantle, carbine, sac a fourrage, etc.—may be easily 
carried. The German military authorities reserve to 
themselves the right of subjecting the patterns sent 





in toany desirable tests, and of manufacturing a 
certaiu number of those selected, to be distributed 
to the Army for trial, witbout any payment to the

inventor. The pattern must be sent in before No 
vember 36 next, and the result of the competition 
will be publisbed in the Armee Verordnungsblatt 
and other journals ia October 1888. 





A NEW REPEATER. 


ACCORDING fo the semi-official Berlingske Tidende, 
the new repeating rifle of Capt. Wadsen and Lieut. 
Rasmussen is to be introduced in the Danish Army. 
in this rifle the barrel ia not fixed to the stock, but 
is secured by aspring. In firiug the barrei is forced 
backwards, by which motion the bottom plate of 
the breech 1s opened, the empty cartridge ejected, 
aod a fresh cartridge pushed forward into its place, 
the magazine holding six cartridges. The bottom 
plate is then closed again, and all these movements 
are made automatically, so that the ritle need not be 
taken from the shoulder. All that is required to be 
done is that, as soou as the six shots are fired, the 
magazine 1s refilled. The rapidity of firing 1s stated 
to be marvellously rapid, as many as six shots hav- 
ivg been fired in a second (?). In aiming, of course, 
more time is required; but%if the aim is once taken, 
the six shots may be fired in suvccession.—Broad 
Arrow.
